SUMMER RETREATS FOR LAYMEN, 
From many parts of the country come notices of forth- 
coming Retreats for Laymen, an encouraging sign of the 
growth of one of the most inspiring and helpful develop- 
ments of Catholic life in this country. The Knights of 


Columbus, and other organizations of men, are to be con-, 


gratulated on the splendid way in which they have supported 
the movement. The coming summer, which indeed is now 
upon us, will doubtless see, in various places and under vary- 
ing auspices, a larger number than ever before of Catholic 
laymen gathering for a day or two of meditation and prayer. 
There could be no, better way for a man to spend a week-end, 
or a few days of his vacation. Conducted by priests of 
national or local fame as preachérs and guides of souls, amid 


the pleasant surroundings of some college or school, or even 


in some cases of a popular summer resort, furnishing besides 


the great spiritual advantages of such exercises an oppor- 


tunity for laymen from different parishes to meet and “com- 
pare notes” as well as to enjoy the beauties of nature, the 
summer Retreat for Laymen bids fair to become a notable 

art of our American life. The Retreat held at Notre Dame 
University, South Bend, Indiana, is typical of many. This 
¢car at least two hundred men are expected from August 11 
to 14, The expense is reduced to a minimum by the hos- 
vitality of the University authorities. A more delightful 
location could hardly be imagined, unless perhaps it be the 
Catholic Summer Schoo! at Cliffhaven on Lake Champlain in 
New York, or the quiet and picturesque Mount St. Mary’s 
College in Maryland, where similar Retreats have been held 
annually for some years. Indeed one of the features of the 
Laymen’s Retreat movement in this country is the way which 
the promoters of the various Retreats have of locating them 
in the most delightful spots to be found in miles kround. 

»- But the chief interest, of course, is in the Retreat itself. 
Mass and Communion, breakfast in silence save for the voice 
of one who reads from some spiritual book, the morning 
meditation and conference. Another silent meal during 
which the men realize, some of them for the first time, how 
really interesting a “spiritual book” can be; another confer- 
ence; opportunity for Confession with no great crowd wait- 
ing outside the box; a quiét walk by oneself to think things 
over; a last meditation in the dim church as evening deepens. 
And, about one, other interested laymen, from banker to car- 
penter, all animated by the same spirit, the same desire to 
cast up spiritual accounts, to dedicate the business life to 
God, to really come close to the neart of life. Surely an in- 
spiring thing, which once experienced will become an annua! 
refreshment and invigoration. These laymen’s retreats are 
being “boosted” by laymen, the clergy are content to co- 
operate. Why not find out from your pastor where one will 
be held in your vicinity this summer, and then make up a club 
of men to attend. We venture to prophesy that if you go, you 
will go again and again, year after year. 

Retreats for Laymen will be held at Notre Dame Univer- 
sity, South Bend, Ind., August 1! +o 14; at St. Mary’s Mis- 
sion House, Techny, Lil., July 28-31; and August 4-7, in Ger- 
man, July 21-24. 

Retreats for Women are held frequently at the Convents 
of the Cenacle, New York City ; Newport, R. l.; and Brighton, 
Mass. At St. Ann’s Home, Techny, Lil., June 30-July 3; July 
21-24; July 28-31; August 18-21; September 1-4 and 8-11; 
St. Benedict’s College, Atchison, Kas., July 16 to 18.

THE NEED OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 

“All things are full of iniquity and vice; more crime is 

committed that c@n be remedied by restraint. We struggle in 

a huge contest 6f criminality. Daily the passion for sin is | 
greater. The shame in committing it is less.”—Seneca. 

In these words a pagan philosopher described the con- 

dition of his country two thousand years ago. Now similar 

effects today must be traced to a similar cause—the stride 
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toward paganism in our day. In our system of education no 
specific Christian teaching is imparted. In a general way 
Christian ideals are placed before the child, but for human 
rather than for divine sanction. Just as in war the com- 
mander must give spacific instructions to the soldiers, and 
not merely insist on them defeating the enemy, so must the 
teachers prepare children for the battle of life. In our secular 
higher schools of learning, when pagan philosophy is not 
actually taught, doubt is expressed concerning the eternal 
truths of Christianity. Public opinion is largely moulded by 
men who graduate from such schonle, and the children of 
such fathers naturally grow up without the fear of God in 
their hearts. What can we expect in another generation or 
two than such conditions.as obtained in the ancient Roman 
Empire? Definite and positive religion is the only antidote 
to crime, but if the trend is away from cefinite religious in- 
struction. the crime wave must grow both wider and deene»
